So says its prospectus. 

This Gazette in imbryo, has already 
been attacked by Cheetham, and by the 
-ditors of the Public Advertiser, and Holt 
has retorted upon them both. Inthe /d- 
vertiser severul columns are devoted to 
the subject. Cheetham treats the thing 
with a sneering kind of ridicule, but says 
that Holt, the declared editor, “* is tied 
down to a written constitution, and written 
rules, ficnned by his Hon. Judge Sprencer 
and others ;” and turther intimates that 
the paper is estanlshed by a certain set of 
Office-holders and expectunts.

8, they Were entitled by Jaw to succeed 
Isabella, who had never ceased to be qacen 

of Castile and Leon in her own right, so 
‘hat Ferdinand was now restricted to his 
paternal kingdom of Arragon. Ferd:nand. 
1owevers produced a will of Isabella, which 

‘ranted to him the us: and profit of the 
kingdom of Castile, but the Arch. Duke 
pronounced the will a forged one, as un- 
doubtedly it was. and himself and his 

arch-Dutchess assumed the titles of King 
ind Queen ef Castile. Phe old monarch 
at first made a shew of supporting his pre- 
tensions by force, but finding the peopl 

universally opposed to him, he retired te 
ais own dominons. Philip, whois saw 
to have been as beautiful in mind as in 
body, enjoyed his kingdom but a few 
mouths, being taken away by poison e:- 
ther through the instrumentality of Fer- 
dinand, or that of the Castiiian nobility 
Juana was not entitled to the crown. but 
as she was unfortunately a person of dis 

tempered mind, so much so as to be cal- 
led in history Zhe Distracted. Ferdinand 
became regent of Castile, during the mea- 
pacity of his daughter, and the minority 
of her son, Carlos of Austria, then ‘but 
thirteen years of age. Maximilian, V.mpe 
ror of Germany, grandfather to Carlos on 
the father’s side, advanced a claim to th: 
regency, superior to that which belonged 
to Ferdinand as the father of the young 
king's mother, but abandoned it for a pen- 
sion of fifty thousand ducats from Ferdi- 
sand. ‘The fatter afterwards attempted to 
disinberit the Arch-Duke of Austria, but 
was unable to accomplish his purpose, and 
finally nominated him his successor, upon 
his death in 135 6, leaving the regency to 
the famous Cardinal Ximenca, Arch-Bish- 
op of Foiedo. Sull Carlos was not enti- 
tled tothe crown in the life time of his 
mother, but having secured the Emperor 
of Germany, and Pope Leo X. in his in- 
terest, he caused Ximenes to assemble the 
States, who, although they were indispo- 
sed to the adoption of the measure, yield- 
ed to the overbearing genius of the Car- 
dinal, and proclaimed Curios, jointly with 
lis myther, Juana, monarch of Castile and 
Arragon, which was equivalent to plocing 
the undivided dominwn of Spain in his 
hands. In 1719, he was chose Emperor 
of Germany, and thus uniting the king- 
dom of Spain with that ancient empire, 
raised the, House of Austria tw the high- 
est point of humangrandeur. This Car. 
los was no other than the famous CuARLEs 
TSE Firra, immortaliged no less by the 
pen of the historian Roser TSoN, than by 
his own great exploits and singular goou 
fortune, during a considerable part of his 
reign.

the House of Bourbon, Philip, Duke of 
Anjou, second son to the Douphin of 
France, and grandson to Lewis the Great,
